a. It is typical of CL LU very thorough, but somewhat naive,

to go before it can hope to be taken very seriously as an active 
intelligence organization* 1 

c* It shows that, at least in the minds of SPOe appointees^ Austrian 
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military intelligence has teen reduced to a Socialist 
Party activity dependent largely on Sociedist Informants. 

d. It depicts Dr. STEFAIHE as an inordinately talkative senior 
: i f official, willing to discuss detailed plems with a man whose

”On 15 and I 6 December 1955 I had occasion to confer at length with officials 
of the Evldenzbuero (Case Officer Comment: hereerfter referred to as Aust KTS) 



his desk. Dr* SEDERL soon referred me to Dr. Karl STEPANIE (Room %2f III Stock) ^ 
from whom I obtained the information sunimaurlzed in the following i(^agraphs : 

’’Colonel LINSBAUER was forced to resign from his position as nr the Anst^ 

1^3 because he showed himself, during his brief tour of duty, to be utterly 
Tn^pable of running the organization entrusted to him* This failure was caused 
not only by the Colonel’s poor health but also by his utter lack of aptitude 
for intelligence work* Unfortunately LINSBAUER remained in office long enough 
to cause much damage, rectification of which will take considerable time and 
effort* Thus LINSBAUER is accused of having completely neglected properly to 
read, file, evaluate and disseminate incoming information reports* Often he 
ceurelessly filed these in the nearest folder or, what was even worse, indis- 
criminately shared them with SPOe or A3UP offlcicds of bis acquaintance. At . 
this voting, therefore, no one in the Aust MIS loiovs what information is avail* 
able and which data has yet to be procured. 

’Vhen it became clear thd: LINSBAUER would have to be replaced, the Aust MIS was 
placed under the dual chairmanship of Dr* Herbert SEDERL (see footnote l) and 
Dr*. Karl STEFANIB (see footnote 2)* Both are SPOe appointees and both claim to 
be fully trusted and supported by the Socialist party leadership* Dr* STEFARIE, 
incidentally, seems to consider It a foregone conclusion that he will soon be 
appointed officially to succeed IINSBAUER as commanding officer of the AUST MIS*

”Dr* STEFANIE made an excellent first impression* He is handsome; tall (approx- 
imately 1*85 meters); of strong build; has black hair, a thin face and an apparent 
age of 35*^ years* His comments indicated that he is well versed in intelllgenee 
matters. At least he appreared to be well informed on various Intelligence organi- 
zations inside and outside of Austria. He claims to foresee little difficulty in 
obtaining the full cooperation of SPOe offices and functionaries in his informa- 
tion gathering program. Since the Austrian Socialist Peurty is determined as soon 
as possible to bring into being an efficient Inteillgence organization, enough 
money will always be available. At one point STEFANIE said verbatim: ’For valuable 
information and contcu^ts, money is available in unlimited quantities.’

I STEJFAKIE, are the Monarchists (hi^-rankihg Austrian civil servants are said 
frequently to visit Otto von Habsbvurg in Altoetting) and German intelligence in 
Austria. STEFANIE openly referred to already existing contacts with the 013 
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throxigh SedzburK Security Director 0benx)ll2eirat K \nrt PLANCK and the head^f 
the Salzburg St^tspollzel [Dri Uth%!6SlS IiTan effort fully to exploit these 
promising assets SIEFAI^ in early December personally contacted the 

Deputy Provincial Governor o f La nd Salzbur g^ Pran^^EushL. Similar efforts 
vlU be made to assure the future assistance of other carefully selected govern- 
ment and police officials. 

'In addition to the headquarters organization In Vienna, STEFANIB plans initleilly 
to set up branch offices in Salzburg and Graz. Part of the heeurdquarters staff 
and the two provincicQ. offices will be entirely operational and will be known 
as Gruppenkommondos* Eventually other branch offices may be set up in Voreurlberg 
and Tyrol (see footnote 3)* 

"STEPANIE briefly referred to FECHNBR, the only OeVP member on his current staff, 
and>e^mi i^ed th at the latter has 'some intelligence contact V^with Krlm. Bezirks- 
Ins peHoyfe El^ ^ Vienna Slcherheitsbuero and(Dr.)RogmOQAL005^ of the 

police^ , FECHNBR, BEHAM and LOOS reportedly served in the same German Gehelme 
*TeI3pollzel unit in Greece. 



"STKFANIE next referred in glowing terms to a former colleague in Abtellun^ 13 of 
the Inter^r MnlstrY,_Kidminalj9Lbtellungsinspektor Pranz^felD^. En/!ER*8 
Current ^ftionT with the InteriotTBSlsiary affordsTilmra^p^^ of mobility and 
STEFANIB plans his future use as Aust MIS courier and general trouble-shooter in 
the various provinces (see footnote 4). 

"STEFANIK concluded his discussion of personnel plans by declaring his intention 
fully to exploit the various Austrian trade unions for the spotting and recruit- 
ing of informants. He is especially interested in en^loyees of the tourist 
Industry and hopes for tangible results from the use of waiters, bellhops and 
desk clerks. 

"The remainder of this discussion was devoted to SJEFANIE's pleuis for bringing

about the early fall of Min. Rat / Dr) Maxtmllleui^sPAMMER. He claimed that much 
derogatory material against PALMER is already available but cwimltted that more is 
needed before this dangerous cotnpetitor con be eliminated. STEFANIE claimed 
that the OeVP already plans shortly after the 1956 parliamentary elections to 
move PACKER to the Bundeskammleramt, where he will head an autonomous section 
solely responsible for all foreign, intemal and militaiy intelligence. (Case 
.officer comment: STEFANIE claimed that even after this PAIvO^ER promotion the 

Austrian HS will continue to exist but failed to explain what the function of 
Evidonsbuero would be yid^ er, these circumstances . ) STEFANIE was severely 
critical bj f|lnterlor hllnisx^^ lIEU^ whom he considers so weak that he is al'raid 
.. to insist on insight into PAMI®i*s secret illes (foportodly kept in the Rennweg- 
. kaseme). STEFANIE expressed considerable Interest in those secret files and : 
named tvro officials who roportedjy servo as custodians for. these classified ^ 
documents; Qberkommlssaer^ rV Ail^edAPETRQVIC (see fwtnote 5), referent o 
for . KPpi -inatteraYand;:M Oswald§ILlJBICEK (see footnote 6), ; 

referent for espionage matters. Both of^^IfetfUS: a^^ SPOe^ member s but are completely 
loyal to PAKi?.lER,v the SPOe, therefore, refuses to^ff6rd"^ith^ them insight 
Into Socialist Party -files. A number of years ago PETRUVIC allegedly Was sent 

f by Pammer to London or .Washington on a special assignment. PETiiOVIC’ and HLUBICEK 
make frequent trips to Munich and maintain close contact with the: Amt BLANK. 
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"STCFAHIE next outlined various PAfB^ER liaison Channels as follows: 

a» Through the Austrian Consulate in ^funich and the German Consulate in j 
Sax^ fcyg to the Director jjf the 13avarian Landeskrimlnalamt in ?toiic.hj , 
Fran?t\:EIlIEIlD (see fo^note ?)• itEINiiU), in turn, Ts aliegea to oe 
an intimate frieniK'^i^EHLEN. (Case officer note: STEFANIE claims 

inadvertently to have discovered the above PAKMR asset during a visit 
to ilunich still a member of Abteilung 13 of the Interior Ministry* 

IvIKINERD, at that time> mistakenly assumed STEFANIE to be PAMMER*s 
representative and took him on a complete tour of the Lands skriininalamt. 
?.ffiIMERD seemed especially proud of Brmittlungsabteilung III b, which, 
he stated, was solely engaged in intelligence activity. MEINERD also 
referred to intelligence contacts between his office and Salzburg 
Security Director Kurt PLANCK as well as to the head of the Salzburg 
Staatspolizei Pol. Rat Dr. HOSP.)

. through an itnnamed middleman in Munich to German customs officials in 
Freilassing and Cologne.

"Concluding his comments on PAMI.1ER, STEFANIE stated that, shortly before the 
withdrawal of occupation forces from Austria, the BIS handed PAUCfvER a complete 
list of their police and gendarmerie inibrmants. STEFANIE claimed that discipli- 
nary action against a number of officials thus compromised has already been 
initiated. STEFANIE stated that the Austrian MS is in possession of a number of 
photographs depicting former BIS installations in Vienna and identified Hans 
KRATKf as the Evidenzbuero official. currently analyzing this pictorial material."
